other consideration, as affecting the convict himself. 
The public wt»rl;s he contended, upon the rivers, 
had been a dead h>ss to the State — the expenses 
greatly exceeding the revenue derived from them. 
The amount appropriated in the bill. Mr. P said,, 
was more than really ap}>eared upon its face. The | 
Sutc was in debt to the I’enitentiary for the erec- 
tion of buildings, to an amount which would be | 
greater tlian all its profits during the contract with j 
its present kee|>ers. and therefore, in making the es- 
timaU', the forty ct nts per day for 100 convicts 
must be considered as actually drawn from the 
Treasuiy.

Special Order of the Day. 

A bill to autliorize tlie 'issue of State bonds for 
caruin parpos^. 1 

The 1 st section provides that the Governor may ‘ 



issue six per cent, bonds, redeemable in 30 years, j 
and exchange them for the five per cent. Internal 
IiaproveTiient bonds, when it can be done with ad- 
vaiitage to the State. 

The 2 d section provides, that the oflice of clerk of 
the Sinking Fund shall be abolished, and the duties 
performed by the 1 st Auditor. 

Mr. HEL.M explained the object of the bill, to 
reduce the auiuunt of the public debt, which could 
be effected by an excliiiiige of the bonds proposed. 
The six per cent, bonds could he sold at their par 
value, and the live per cent, bonds could be bought 
at a discount of si.xteen dollars in the hundred. 'I’he 
services of the clerk could be very easily dispensed 
with, by allowing the 1st Auditor a small sum for 
additional clerk hire. ^ 

3Ir. HLL>I proposed to strike out the i^econd sec- 
tion, and insert a section repealing the law authori- 
zing the appointment of a clerk of the Sinking Fund, 
and requiring the 1st Auditor to perform the duties 
of clerk, for which .^100 shall be allowed him for 
e.xtra clerk hire; and the 3d section, providing cer- 
tain regulations in the disbursement of the moneys 
of the Sinking Fund. 

Mr. I’EYTON opposed the bill, on the ground 
that the public debt would be increased, instead of 
diminished, and that the services of a clerk were 
indispensably necessary to the (5omini.ssionersof the 
Sinking Fund, and could not he properly pertormed 
by the 1 st .\uditor, in addition to liis otlier duties. 

Mr. HELM reiiiarkeu, that tlie bill had been fram- 
ed at the suggestion of an officer a.ssociated with 
the Board of Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, 
who told him tiiat the services of the Clerk of the 
board could lie dispensed with; and the Governor ; 
and others of the board, were anxious for the |>rivi- i 
lege of exchanging the bonds as provided in the bill. ' 
Mr. H. disclaimed any other motive, than to sub- ' 
serve the interests of the Sinking Fund. 

3Ir, PEYTON supported the positions he had 
taken again.st the bill, that the public debt would be ^ 
increased by the operation, and that the ser\’ices of ■ 
the Clerk could not be dispensed with. i 

Mr. BUTLER and Mr. TODD contended that j 
the calculations of the Senator from Hardin were j 
correct, and that the public debt would be diminish- j 
ed if the proposed exchange could be effected, up - 1 
\.ards of one hundred tluxisand* dollars in thirty! 
years. ] 

Mr. J.\MES thought that Senators were mistaken I 
in the calculations they had made — he looked upon 1 
the hill as having a tendency to increase the public 
burthens. 

Mr. HEL.M suggested that the bill provided, that 
the Commi.ssioners of the Sinking Fund should not 
exchange the bonds, unless it could he made with 
advantage to the State, and Ik* was willing to trust 
them to guard the interests of the State in this re- 
spect. 

Mr. \VILLI.\MSremarked, that if this hill should 
pass, the five per cent, bonds would imiiiediately ad- 
vance in the market. He doubted the correctness 
of the calculation made by the Senator from Har- 
din. 

3Ir. WALL went into a calculation to show that 
the interest, if the e.xchange could he effected as 
propo>ed, would he the same, while the principal at 
the end of 30 years, would be greatly reduced; but 
doubted whether the holders of the rive per cent, 
bonds would consent to such an exchange.

A bill passed the House of Representatives on the 
15th, to admit Wisconsin into the Union. 

The Three Million Bill. — Adoption of the j 
WiLMoT Proviso. — The House of Representatives 
on the 15th inst., says the Baltimore Patriot, pas.sed 
the bill for placing three millions at the disposal of 
the President for the purpose of “buying a peace,” 
but with the Wilmot Proviso attached to it. This 
Proviso prohibits the introduction of slavery, as it 
now exists in the South, into any of the Territory j 
that may be acquired by’ the United States under this 
bill. This amendment was adopted by a majority 
of nine. votes in a very’ full house — there being 115 
yeas for it. and 106 nays against it, making 221 mem- 
bers out of the 228 of which the House is composed. 
The bill was then pa.-ssed by about the same vote — 
twelve members who had voted against the proviso 
voting afterwards for the bill, and eleven who had 
voted for the proviso then voting against the bill. 

What will be the fate of the bill in the Senate, is 
by no means certain, though the chances are that it 
will not pass with the proviso, even if it pass at all. 
7 fie probabilities are that the bill will fail in one 
house or the other, or if it escape them be- vetoed by , 
the President, so that the prospect of getting a peace 
by buying it is now as bad as is the prospect of be- | 
ing soon able to conquer one. 

Corn sold in Cincinnati on Saturday last, at 45 
and 47 cents per bushel, sacks included.
